Chicago, April 26-—State Game Com­ 
missioner H. VV. Loveday, acting under 
the United States government author­ 
ity, has made what is believed to be the 
greatest seizure of game birbsou record. 
More than 22,ODO quail, grouse and duck 
have been confiscated because t hey were 
shipped in violation of the federal law 
knowu as the Lamy aet. 
Suits are to 
bo instituted against 48 meu charged 
with the shipment of the game into 
Illinois contrary to lava 
The seizures 
and suits are tho result of the game com­ 
missioner's work in connection with T. 
S. Palmer assistant chief of the biolog­ 
ical survey in Washington aud who has 
charge of the enforcement of tho Lacey 
law. 
Of the total number of birds seized 
over 21,000 were quail. 
There were 
about 7000 prairie chicken taken ami 
less than 50 each of ruffed grouse aud 
ducks. 
A few live song birds were 
taken by the authorities at the slime 
time the dead game was seized.
